CHICAGO, April 20.—As ‘the culmina~- 
tion of months of fivancial stress and 
squabbles among stockholders, the Chi- 
cago, Rock’ Island.& Pacific Railway 
Company was put inthe hands of. re- 


ceivers today by Judge George A. Car- 
‘penter of the Federal ‘District Court. 

- The crisis»was precipitated by the fil- 
ing of a petition by the’ American Steel 
Foundries Company, to Which the rail- 
road owed the petty amount of $15,818 
for equipment, but ‘back of this was 
the fundamental fact, as statéd in the 
petition and admitted by the railroad’s 
officials in court, that the road -eould 
tot meet demands for about $5,000,000, 
in short-term notes -and» other obliga- 
tions, due. between now*and: May 1; 

The court appointed H. U. Mudge, 
President of the: company, and Jacob 
M. Dickinson, former Secretary of War, 
as, receivers. Mr. Dickinson, who was 
for years general counsel for the Illinois 
Central, will have the decision in any 
difference. of opinion, 

With the receivership. described -by 
those close to the situation as a 
“friendly affair in which both sides 
have knives in their hands,’”’ plans are 
already under consideration for a read- 
justment of the road’s financial affairs. 

The road neeas about $30,000,000 with- 
in fifteen months to meet obligations. 
According to one view this amount may 
be raised by converting some:of-the out- 
standing bonds into- stock and ‘issuing 
-new bonds in their stead. A‘ plan to is- 
sue preferred stock,-it was found, would 
not be attractive from/a banker’s view- 
point, and would probably meet with de- 
cided .opposition from the present stocke. 
holders, 


Comnmiittees Forming. 


This evening it was stated that com- 
mittees were being formed to represent 
the bondholders and the stockholders. 
On telegraphic” advices ‘from ‘N. L. 
Amster, head: of a minority ‘stockhold- 
ers’ committee, Herbert L. Stern, a 
Chicago lawyer, began an investigation

LONDON, Wednesday, April 21,—The 
Daily Chronicle publishes the full text 
of the ‘memorandum to the ng of 
Greece in which former Premier Venize- 
los urged the participation of Greece in 
the .war on the side of Servia against 
Germany and Austria and outlined his 
plan of.obtaining the co-operation og 
Bulgaria and Rumania by offering ter- 
ritorial concessions, 

The memorandum was contained in a 
dispatch dated Athens, April 11, and. re- 
ceived yesterday, AS a result of this 
memorandum, M. Venizelos avers, the 
King authorized.him to obtain the co- 
Operation of Bulgaria and Rumania in 
the war on the basis of territorial con- 
cessions, an assertion which the King, 
through the present Government, flatly 
denied. In consequence of this denial, 
which M. Venizelos regarded as an in- 
sult, he withdrew from politics alto- 
gether and quitted Greece. The memo- 
randum reads: 

“Sire: Up till today our policy has 
consisted of thé maintenance of neu- 
trality as long as our obligations as 
allies of Serbia do not demand that we 
should depart from it; but now we are 
requested to enter into the war not only 
to fulfill our simple moral obligations 
but for concessions which, if realized, 
would create a great and powerful 
Greece such as even the most optimigti¢ 
would not have imagined a few years 
ago. 

“If we by continuing to remain -neu- 
tral allow Serbia to be annihilated by a 
new Anstro-Gormes invasion we. have 

negneree ee that Austro-German troops 

sto’ efore they reach the Mace- 
Zantak rontier, and they might be at- 
tracted to come south as ‘far as Saloniki. 

*“* But even if Austria were content at 
pmregs peed Serbia and did not enter 
into Macedonia, is there any doubt that 
Bulgaria, instigated by Austria, would 
attack Serbia for the purpose of occu- 
pyi Sarbian Macedonia 

“It is necessary for us to strive for 
the co-operation not only of Rumania, 
but, if possible, also for that of Bul- 
garia. Should such co-operation be 
erouan into existence all the Christe 

States of the Balkan peninsula woy 
be confederated,. Thus not only wena 
the chances of local defeat be avoided, 
but the new co-operation would very se- 
riougly strengthen the side of, the En- 
tente. 

Concessions to Bulgaria. 

“Therefore I think it essential to 
make important concessions to Bulgaria, 
which up to the present we have de- 
clined even to discuss. At the moment, 
however, in which our national aspira- 
tions in Asia Minor are on the point of 
being realized, it is necessary to make 
some sacrifices in the Balkans, Chiefly 
we ought to withdraw our objections 
already raised concerning concessions 
on the part of Serbia to Bulgaria, even 
f these concessions extend as far 4s 
the pisht bank of the River Axios. 

n the event of the concessions of- 
tered on such a scale not proving suf- 
ficient to attract Bulgaria to co-operate 
toward her late allies, or at least get- 
ing her to maintai P a friendly neutral- 
ity toward them, I would not hesitate, 
much as the operation would be painful 
to me, to suggest the sacrifice of Cav- 
alla to save Hellenism in Turkey and 
secure the creation of a really great 
Greece, embracing almost all the coun- 
tries over which Hellenism, during its 
history of centuries, held swa, 

‘“‘This sacrifice would be ma é, not to 
purchase Bulgaria's neutrality, but as 
ss exchange for her active co-operation 
in the war on the side of our allies. At 
the same time, as a partial exchange for 
this cession, we would require that, in 
case Bulgaria should extend over the 
Axios River, Serbia ought to cede to us 
the Daijrani-Gevaghili district, so as to 
have a fairly important frontier on the 
north opposite Bulgaria, as we are at 
present deprived of such a good frontier 
on the east. 

“Unfortunately, on account of Bul- 
garia’s avidity, it is almost sure that 
whatever concessions may be made to 
her she will not consider them satis- 
factory enough to induce her to enter 
into co-operation with her former allies, 
Then in this connection it would be in- 
dispensable to secure at least the co- 
operation of Rumania, because without 
the co-operation of that State our par- 
ticipation in the war would be very 
dangerous to us, assuming the war will 
end without giving predominance to any 
one side; but with the return of the 
status quo, as before the war began, 
then the end of all Hellenism in Turkeys 
would be sure and sudden. 


Tarkey’s Probable Action, 


‘“‘Turkey would come out of the war 
unharmed, although she had dared the 
great powers, and audacious in a sense 
of security which her alliance with Ger- 
many would command, an_ alliance 
which would certainly continue after the 
war as serving Germany's ends. These 
facts would complete without delay the 
work of. destruction of Hellenism in Tur- 
key, which would expel systematically, 
without any pretext and on a large scale; 
masses or population and confiscate their 
property. Germany. would certainly not 

revent or oppose such a course, In 
act, she would encourage it, as it would 
be the means of ridding Asia Minor of 
another claimant of the country which 
she covets herself. Expulsion in masses 
of the millions of Greeks from Turkey 
would not only ruin in dividuals but 
would mean for Greece ‘financial ship- 


wreck. . 

‘ Finally, in the event of unsuccess we 
would continue to enjoy the friendship 
and appreciation of the powerful na- 
tions of the Wntente, which nations cre- 
ated Greece and so often since that time 
have helped and supported her. On the 
»other hand, our refusal to -fulfill our 
ontigs tions as allies toward Serbia 
would not.only ruin our moral prestige 
as a State, not only would it expose us 
te the dangers above mentioned, but 
it would leave us without any friends

changes in the commissions. Incident- 
ally it became known from another 
source that there is little likelihood that 
Chairman war E: McCall of the 
Nep York City Committee will be 
asked to surrender ‘his present office 
to a man of Governor Whitman’s own 
selection: 

The Governor said today that he did 
ynot intend to act hastily, and that un- 
‘doubtedly he would postpone action for 
several weeks. The ouster bill intro- 
duced by Senator Thompson of Ni sara, 
Chairman of the Investigating 


unlikely to pass. The Governor will 
left to follow his own devices in 
dealing with the two commissions. 

The.doings of the Thompson. commit- 

have caused much comment ever 
since it was created. Its report sub- 
mitted to the Legislature today is one 
of the most extraordinary documents in 
the legislative files.

Thompson gave out what purported to 
be a*summary of the report of the com- 
mittee, which was to be held for re- 
lease last night.

The 
suggestion that it might be better, for 
instance, to deprive the Public Service 
Commissions of their power of super- 
vising issues of stocks and bonds, 2 
safeguard which Governor Hughes in- 
sisted should be put into the law in or- 
der to prevent watering or stock, which 
had been advanced in the report in a 
speculative way, received its first: pub- 
licity in the minority report, which wes 
given to the public early this morning 
after a midnight meeting of the com- 
mittee. 

The same is true of the proposal 
which, while not advanced as'a recom- 
mendation bythe committee, is dis- 
cussed in a most suggestive vein in the 
majority report that the power to su- 
pervise methods of accounting em- 
ployed by Page ha service corporations 
and also of investigating and fixing 
responsibility for accidents be taken 
from the Public Service Commissions. 

The minority report, made public by 
Senator Foley and signed by the Dem- 
ocratic members of the Thompson com- 
mittee, says in this connection:

MINORITY HOLDERS 
PROMISE A FIGHT 


ship Stock Jobbing In- 
quiry: Threatened. 


The announcement: from Chicago that 
the Chicago,- Rock Island .& Pacific 
Railway had been put in the hands. of 
receivers on application of the. American 
Steel Foundries Company and with the 
consent of the officers of the railway 
company, reached Wall Street soon after 


noon yesterday. -The news was received 
with general surprise, though the heavy 
selling of Monday and that of yesterday 
morning iridicated that some, at least, 
knew of the coming crisis. 

On sales of 248,000 shares the stock 
of the railway company dropped tl 
points on the Stock Exchange, reaching 
$21 a share at One Stage. The total diop 
within a week’ has been 18 points. With 
a slight reaction near the close of the 
market, the stock lost’ 9% points for the 
day. About two-thirds. of the stock, it 
is said, is held in this State. 

Immediate action will be begun by N. 
L. Amster of Boston, newly elected Di- 
rector of the Chicago, Rock Island & 
Pacific Railway Company, through his 
local attorneys, Stroock & Stroock, to. 
vacate the receivership on the ground 
that it was illegal and unnecessary. 

It is expected, moreover, that Mr. 
Amster will today consult District. Attor- 
ney Perkins with a view of finding out 
whether there ‘is ground ‘for an investi- 
gation. It is understood that: his com- 
plaint will concern. not-only the actions 
which precipitated the-receivership, but 
also the recent sensational rise in Rock 
Island stock. It\went up fourteen points 
on a single day last week. Mr. Amster 
said yesterday that he thought it sig- 
nificant that the receivership should have 
been applied for just after the stock 
had reached its maximum for the year. 
It has been asserted in Wall Street. that 
men who knew the ‘‘ inside affairs ’’ of 
Rock Island made large profits on the 
flurry in its stock.

Victory of Mrs. Davie's Mount 
Surprises Crowd at the Dur- 
land Charity Exhibit. 


Several surprises marked the judging 
last night 3t the Charity Horse Show at 
Durland’s Riding Academy, ‘the most 
noteworthy being the victory of Mrs.

A POPULAR MISCONCEPTION. 

It ought to: be clearly understood 
that the Supreme Court In dismissing 
the appeal from a decision denying the 
application for a writ of habeas corpus 
in the case of LEo M. Franx of Atlanta 
did not in any way or manner pass 
upon the question of FRanx’s inno- 
cence or guilt. Nothing is more com- 
mon than the erroneous impression that 
when the Supreme Court hands down 
an opinion, in any case it must neces- 
sarily decide that one of the parties to 
the action was right and the other 
wrong. In respect.to the action imme- 
diately before the court this is true, 
but it is very often not at all true of 
the merits of the original suit out of 
which the appeal to the Supreme Court 
arose. In its opinion In the Frank 
case, after discussing the question 
whether the jurisdiction of the trial 
court could be conclusively determined 
against the prisoner by a decision of 
the Supreme Court of Georgia, the 
court said: 

But this does not mean that that de- 
cision may be ignored or disregarded. 
To do this, as we have already pointed 
out, would be not merely to disregard 
comity, but to ignore the essential 
question before us, which is not the 
guilt or innocence of the prisoner, or 
the truth of any particular fact assert- 
ed by him, but whether the State, tak- 
.ing.wimto view the.entire course of its 
‘protedure, “has deprived him of due 

process of law.

FINANCE AND SOCIAL SERVICE. 
Nobody is opposed to social service 
in fteelf. In the notable debate on 
the city’s finances at Columbia Uni- 
versity reported yesterday not a word 
was said against it. If there seemed 
to be two sides to the discussion, it 
was only because there is more than 
one way of looking at the same thing. 
Mr. LamonT’s remark, quoting the 
Mayor, that $834,000,000 of city debt 
had been contracted for non-product- 
ive improvements,. suggest® that con- 
siderable social service has been un- 
dertaken, evidently more than the city 
could pay cash for, and more than it 
could get credit for without improve- 
ment of its methods of borrowing. 
Professor SELIGMAN thought that the 
city should go right on spending 
money, nevertheless, and proposed that 
new sources of taxation should be 
found. In ordef to support social serv- 
ice, he would tax “social income,” 
which ‘he did not define. He observed 
that the city pays nearly half the in- 
come tax ofthe nation, and yet is con- 
sidering reducing social service. Con- 
troller PRENDERGAST is the one politi- 
cian who jis for economy in specific 
things and is not afraid to name them. 
All these views are reconcilable. It 
is a matter of finance rather than of 
disposition: ~All the city’s activities 
could be maintained if the resources 
now supplied were utilized efficiently. 
The bankers of the city showéd in a 
single day how the city’s credit could 
be raised. It is hardly to be doubted 
that the bankers could show with equal 
ease how greater results could’ be, 
reached with the samé resources. The 
suggestion to levy the additidnal taxes 
upon social income before better meth- 
ods of administration are insisted upon 
is putting the cart. before the horse. 
There is no doubt that any amount of 
taxes can be spent, and will be spent

TAMMANY’S REMOVAL. 

Tammany Hall has resisted the up- 
town néiovement so many years that 
the announcement of the contem- 
plated removal to a new building near 
Central Park compels thought. As 
lately as a quarter of a century ago 
all of Tammany’s power was concen- 
trated- below Fourteenth Street. To- 
day it might be harder to define its 
boundaries than to prove its loss of 
prestige in its old strongholds. The 
immigrant population on the lower 
east side does not Fespond readily to 
the beck and call of Tammany. There 
are large districts in which the organ- 
ization vote has dwindled greatly. 
When the Sachems removed from 
Park Row to Fourteenth Street they 
left nearly all of the city with which 
Tammany leaders had to reckon south 
of them. Indeed, all the business, most 
of the amusements, the art céntres, 
the churches were downtown then. 
Stewart's big, store at Tenth Street 
was the centre of the retail dry goods 
section. ‘The Academy of Music, next 
door to the new Tammany Hall, was 
the most northerly theatre. Wallack’s, 
the fashionable playhouse, was a block 
further south. The favorite social 
promenade was still the west side of 
Broadway between Canal Street and 
Union Square. Chelsea, Yorkville, and 
Harlem &xisted as centres of popula- 
tion, to be sure, and Tammany’s influ- 
ence: extended appreciably to those 
neighborhoods, but the politicians, 
generally speaking, dwelt downtown, 
and the district leaders of the Tam- 
many organization were men of might 
in the political World. In Fourteenth 
Street, ‘as in the-old hall on thé Sun 
Building site, the councils of Tam- 
many were often attended by men of 
great. and. well-deserved prominence 
in the affairs of the State and nation. 

The news of the long-deférred re- 
moval nearer to the social céntre of 
the modern eity will force upon the 
public mind the great change that has 
come over Tammany. Its. district 
leaders today are men of compafa- 
tively smiall influence, and a glance 





over: ts sat of the Sachems printed 
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the many accounts and reports that have 
comé to us from sources whence cof- 
stantly flow exaggerations of successes 
and minimizing of reverses. Even from 
these, if intelligently interpreted, with 
constant allowance for the military and 
political reasons that color them, the 
truth, a little belated, can bé extracted, 
and with that truth the story of our cor- 
respondent's visit to the French outposts 
perfectly coincided.

All this Dr. Brady declares to be, not 
wrong, but injudicious—bad business and 
bad advertising, because the returns, in 
his opinion, do not justify the expendi- 
tures of time and etrength, and with 
solemn vehemence he advises his col- 
leagues who are general practitioners 
that the public has no more claim on 
thém for the charity of free service than 
on medical specialists and surgeons or 
on members Of the other learned profes- 
sions. These, none of whom is at all 
lacking in financial acumen, or at all 
coy about getting full value for the skill 
it costs him so much to acquire, he ad- 
vises the general practitioner to emulate 
and to stop turning in bills. absurdly 
small, considering the worth of the. ben- 
efits he confers. 

This shows how unliké may be the as- 
pects of the same thing when seen from 
different points of view. Few indeed of 
us common people losé muth sleep be- 
cause our doétors turn in bills that are

An Argument to Substitute Them 
for Sinking Fund Issues. 


To the Editor of The New York Timée: 

“ Out of each $100, $22 is spent Yor educa- 
tion,”” and ‘over $31 of the $100 goes for 
debt charges,’’ TH TIMES asserts editorial- 
ly, referring to Controller Prendergast’s anal- 
ysis of the city’s expenditures, 

THE TIMES adds; ‘Over more than half 
of ita cost of living thé. city bas lost con- 
trol, and is in the hands of its masters, leg- 
islative and financial, * * * About the only 
chance for economy lies in the adminis- 
trative expenses, which absorb $5.80 of the 
$100. * * © Apparently the possibilities of 
the situation are just two’’—one that of 
greater efficiency; the other that of prevent- 
ing expenses chargeable to the’ State’ direct 
tax. 

There is a third possibility, or. special 
phase of the second, which, perhaps, is not 
understood or appreciated. That is recog- 
nized in part by Bill 1,195, introduced March 
1, 1915, in the Assembly at Albany, “ To 
amend the Greater New York charter in rela- 
tion to the issue of corporate stock,’’ the 
objéct of which amendment is to allow New 
York City to issue serial bonds Instead of its 
customary archaic, costly, long-time sinking 
fund bonds, 

Why this right to ‘issue serial ends had 
not been authorized long ago for New York 
State and municipal bonds sé¢ems inexplica- 
ble. It has existed in Massachusetts since 
1882, optionally, and since 1913 serial bonds 
have been made compulsory for all public 
loans in that State, which now has’ under 
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sketches, models, and photographs of 
what has recently beén done and of 
plans under way, and possibly others 
now under consideration for future de- 
velopment.

According to Dr. Alexander Lambert of 
New York, who has recently published hie 
conclusions drawn from an exhaustive study 
of drug users and their symptoms, the course 
of the ordinary individual who allows him- 
self to become the victim of the narcotle 
babit is very much as follows: 

The youth begins by ‘smoking cigarettes 
and learns to inhale the smoke. By the grad- 
ual absorption of the tobacco poisons into his 
system his circulation is at first slightly 
quickened and cerebral action is increased, 
drugs’ being absorbed by the tracheal mucous 
membrane as quickly as by subcutaneous in- 
jection.

NEWSBOYS’ 


Effort to Raise $250,000 Fund to 
Start May 4. 


The active campaign in behalf of the 
$250,000 fund for the Newsboys’ Club 
will open Tuesday evening, May 4, with 
a dinner at the Aldine Club, which will 
be attended by members of the General 
Committee, the Women’s Committee, of 
which Miss Anne Rhodes is Chairman, 
and by the members of the men’s and 
women’s teams. 

Dr. Franklin H. Giddings, Professor 
of Sociology in Columbia University, said 
yesterday that a well-equipped club, 
managed along lines that would meet 
the needs of boys not reached by ex- 
isting institutions, would be a distinct 
benefit to Greater New York. 

“There are thousands of boys between 
the ages of ten and eighteen,’’ he said, 
“‘whose parents permit them to roam 
the streets between school time and 
bedtime without any supervision what- 
ever, and from among these boys will 
be recruited a large proportion of the 
paupers and the criminals of the next 
generation. The very fact that these 
boys are on the streets prove that 
they have no more attractive place in 
which to spend their time. As I under- 
stand it, the purpose of the Newsboys’ 
Club is to provide a clubhouse contain- 
ing assembly rooms, gymnasiums, swim- 
ming pool, class rooms and work shops 
for the use of boys between the ages of 
twelve and sixteen and to help these 
boys to develop into useful citizens. I 
am heartily in sympathy with such a 
project. The imperative need for an ade- 
quate plant for this club, which has 
been mr userne along for several! years 
under very discouraging conditions, is 
*obvious.”’

CONTEST ENDS TOMORROW 


Sir Hugh Lane in New York to Get 
Bids—Probably Last Portrait 
the Artist Will Do. 


Bids are now open for the distinction 
of sitting for what probably will be 
the last portrait painted by John Singer 
Sargent, R, A., according to an an- 
nouncement made last night at the St. 
Regis by Sir Hugh Lane, Director and 
Curator of the National Gallery of Lre- 
land and well known throughout the 
British Isles as a patron of art. 

Mr. Sargent, who lives<in Bondon, has 
for some years refused commissions to 
paint portraits at any price, and has 
practically given up’ active work in his 
art, except for chalk sketches of his 
friends, which he occasionaliy makes. 
But recently he has neen persuaded by 
those at the head of the sale now being 
held in London for the benefit of the 
British Red Cross Society and the Hos- 
pital of St. John of Jerusalem in Lon- 
don, to paint at least one more portrait 
in oils. 

The sitting for this will be auctioned 
off to the highest bidder, the proceeds to 
go to the British Cross and the 
Hospital of St. John, following a custoin 
which has been adopted by several well- 
known portrait painters since the pres- 
ent sale began. The honor will not come 
cheaply, however, for Sir Hugh Lane, 
whose present visit in America was 
made partly with the object of interest- 
ing wealthy American art lovers in the 
work, has started the bidding himself 
at $50,000. This is a notable sum, espe- 
cially in view of the fact that of the 
many artists who have similarly auc- 
tioned off blank canvases in the present 
Red Cross sale none has brought a 
higher price than $3,500. 

he opportunity to bid in the auction 
will be open only until tomorrow night, 
as the sale of whicn it is a part now 
being held at Christie’s in London, 
closes on Friday. 

‘Shortly before I left England,” said 
Sir Hugh, ‘‘a number of the committee 
put it to Mr. Sargent that at least $5v,. 
v00 would be obtained for the fund it 
he were to make an exception ‘to the 
rule, which, to the regret of his friends 
and admirers, he has kept for some 
years past, of accepting’ no portrait 
commissions. The answer was charac- 
teristic of the man: ‘ Well, then, 1 
supp ee I cannot refuse.’ 

: have brought his answer to Anier- 
ica. If any man or women of Sargent’s 
country wishes to make me an otfer, 
will that person communicate with me 
before Thursday evening next, as lL 
must cable the winner for public an- 
nouncement on the last day of the sale?

Inasmuch as the total proceeds of the 
sale, to which many articles were con- 
tributed by members of the British royal 
family and nobility from their personal 
possessions, had amounted to only $115,- 
000 up to last Monday, itis evident that 
Mr. Sargent’s contribution will be a 
very considerable per cent. of the total, 
wi the assistance of the original bid 
by Sir Hugh Lane. 

Sir Hugh has been Director of the Na- 
tional Gallery of Ireland. for about a 
year, but has been active for a long 
time in the revival of Irish art and of 
art collecting in Ireland. He has also 
performed a similar service for South 
Africa. One of the things for which 
he is known in this country is the sale 
of Titian’s portrait of Philip II. to Mrs. 
T. J. Emery of Cincinnati in December, 
1913, at a price reputed to be $350,000.
